This year’s 
rise was greater not only in amount but also 
in proportion. Last y it was only twice as 
heavy in July as it was in June, but this year 
it is almost three times heavier. 

The Soldiers’ Relief account is again on 
steady footing because of a $2000 transfer 
from the Reserve Fund. Including this trans- 
ferred amount $2193.72 remains. The Old 
Age! ance fund seems ample to take care 
of the needs for the remainder of the year 
and the same situation exists in Mothers’ Aid.

Grand Jury Trial 
for Everett Man 


James H. Aker, 22, of 14 Henry street, 
Everett, operator of the touring car which 
crashed into a truck at Carter’s corner on 
August 8, causing the death of two women, 
was held for the grand jury in bonds of 
$1500 on charges of manslaughter and oper- 
ating to endanger, in District court Tuesday 
by Judge Frederic N. Chandler. 

According to testimony, the accident 
occurred at about six o’clock in the after 
noon. A Medford truck was being repaired 
on the right side of the road facing north, 
when the car operated by Aker came along. 
Aker testified that the steering wheel had 
locked when he tried to pass the truck. In- 
spector James J. Moore of the motor vehicle 
department testified that the defendant told 
him he was driving about 35 miles an hour 
and saw the truck about 100 yards away. The 
driver tried to turn the wheel which did not 
take hold until about 25 feet from the truck. 
Inspector Moore stated that drag marks of a 
tire showed on the roadway for a distance of 
27 feet back of the truck. 

Medical Examiner Dr. Victor A. Reed 
testified that of the two women who died as a 
result of the accident, Miss Lillian Middleton 
of Reading died from injuries to the heart and 
lungs and hemorrhage to the chest and Mrs. 
Daniel Reed of Medford died from a frac- 
tured skull.

One of the most gruesome affairs which 
our town of Andover has yet experienced was 
uncovered last Friday evening at about 
9 o'clock when Steve Chester, the operator 
of a filling station on the main highway, 
while looking for young trees about fifty 
feet off the road, found the badly deterio- 
rated body of a murdered man lying in a 
group of trees. The slain man was found to 
be Frank D’ Arrigo, 28 year old Boston tango 
dancer and would-be gangster. During the 
past week various theories and conjectures 
have been suggested, some of which are still 


| being investigated and others that have been 


discarded. However, nothing definite in 
regard to who perpetrated the killing, when 
and where it took place, and why the man 
was killed has been decided upon. Two state 
detectives, Richard J. Griffin and Joseph F. 
Ferrari, have been working on the case and 
have done much towards revealing the fallacy 


| of false leads. 


Medical Examiner Dr. Victor A. Reed, 
after an examination of the body declared 
that the body had lain among the small trees 
since July 25, but he also states that because 
the body had been exposed to the sun’s rays 
and the rain, deterioration may have been 
quicker than usual. He had the body re- 
moved immediately to the tomb at the Spring 
Grove cemetery. 

The body was found on the 12th of this 
month indicating that it had been there un- 
found for perhaps two weeks or more. A 
checkup revealed that on Monday night, 
August 1, about 11 p.m., several shots and 
the screams of a man were heard on the 
Salem turnpike issuing from an automobile 
moving slowly towards Middleton, Harold 
Blodgett, who resides on that road, and his 
wife were startled by the screams and shots 
and Blodgett drove immediately to the 
North Andover police station where he in- 
formed the police of the suspicious sounds. 


| The North Andover police went to the scene 


of the commotion and searched the road and 


| roadsides with lights but failed to discover 


anything 

After the finding of the body it was sug- 
gested that the sounds heard by Blodgett 
and his wife were caused by D’ Arrigo and his

Agitation for Special Town 
Meeting Resumed; Ask for 


$30,000 for Work for Idle 


Kidd has Unemployed Rounding Up Signatures; Expects to have 500 Names; 
Asks $10,000 from Reserve Fund, and $20,000 by Taxation: Also 
Wants 40-hour Week; Sunday Sports Possible 


The demand for a special town meeting, 
which subsided a few weeks ago, has bobbed 
up again, with William A. G. Kidd being the 
principal factor in this drive. Monday after- 
noon Mr. Kidd explained to the Townsman 
that he had told the unemployed that if they 
wanted a special appropriation, they would 
have to work for it themselves, and in ac- 
cordance with this idea several unemployed 
have been gathering signatures to a petition 
which asks for $30,000, Mr. Kidd has set his 
goal at 500 signatures. The petition will be 
presented to the Board of Selectmen, who 
he hopes will support the proposal 

Mr. Kidd's petition contains four articles. 
The first asks that a transfer of $10,000 be 
made from the town’s Emergency Fund. 
This amount is to be used under the direction 
of the Board of Public Works for the purpose 
of providing work. The second asks for a 
special appropriation of $20,000 to be used 
in the same manner and for the same purpose. 
In the third section the petitioners ask the 
adoption of a forty-hour week for town 
employees. A third sum of money is asked in 
the fourth article for the purpose of providing 
expense money for a committee whose duty it 
would be to bring to Andover “good, sound 
industries.” 

At noon yesterday over fifty signatures 
had been secured, and at that time Mr. Kidd 
said that he expected one hundred by night- 
fall. Although he intends to have five hundred 
people sign the petition, he stated that to 
expedite matters he may present the peti- 
tion to the selectmen earlier if the signature 
collectors are slower than he expects, 

Sunday Sports Possible 

The former candidate for selectman would 
be willing, he said, to allow anyone to insert 
an article that the town adopt the Sunday 
sports law. For some time there has been 
considerable agitation for Sunday sports, but 
to date no one has formally come out for it. 
‘There is one group of young men in town who 
wish to join a state soccer league, but they 
cannot do this unless they can play in An- 
dover on Sundays. Before the annual town 
meeting there was talk of putting an article 
in the warrant for this purpose, but nothing 
came of it. In the later demands for a specia’ 
meeting some people have expressed the hope 
that such an article would be inserted, but 
Matthew Burns, the sponsor of these at- 
tempts, had definitely declared himself 
against such a plan. He felt that to include 
a Sunday Sports article would jeopardize the 
chances of having the special appropriation 
granted, 

Burns, however, is not active in this latest 
campaign, he and Mr. Kidd having had 
differences about a month ago. The latter had 
volunteered to support any Sunday Sports 
movement in March, A petition for this pur- 
pose would have to seek the acceptance of 
sections 21 to 25 inclusive of Chapter 136, 
General Laws, making it lawful to take part 
in or witness any outdoor sport or game on 
the Lord’s Day, subject to such regulations 
and restrictions as shall be prescribed from 
time to time by the selectmen. 

Emergency Committee Appeal 

Ever since its inception the Emergency 
committee has been planning to make an 
appeal for funds in September, and this 
movement for a special appropriation is in 
direct opposition to this plan, Mr. Burns 
induced to drop his campaign a few weeks 
ago when he was told that the departments 
were going to save about $10,000 which 
could be used at the end of the year for the 
unemployed. At the meeting after which Mr. 
Burns dropped his plans Mr. Kidd also 
proposed that the Reserve Fund be used to 
provide work, but at that time Mr. Hardy 
and others stated that this could be used only 
if an emergency existed; i.e., if there were no 
other funds available for welfare. 

The second article asks for an out and out 
appropriation. The third, that for a forty- 
hour week for town employees, has been 
brought up at various times without much 
success. At present there is a committee in- 
vestigating the salaries, hours of work, etc., 
of the town officials. 

The Petition 

The petition follows: 
Board of Selectmen

Dear Sirs: 

We the undersigned respectfully petition 
you to call a special Town Meeting for the 
following purpose: 

1. To see if the Town of Andover will vote 
to transfer from the Reserve Fund the sum of 
$10,000, to be used under the direction of 
Andover’s Board of Public Works for the 
purpose of providing work to Andover’s 
Citizens now unemployed 

2. To see if the Town of Andover will vote 
to appropriate the sum of $20,000. to be used 
under the direction of Andover’s Board of 
Public Works for the purpose of providing 
work to Andover Citizens who are unem- 
ployed. 

3. To see if the Town of Andover will 
adopt a 40-hour week for Town employees. 


4. To discuss at this meeting ways and 
means of eliminating Andover’s unem- 
ployed problems. To elect from among those 
present a body of citizens for that purpose 
Their duty to be the bringing to Andover 
good sound industries and to appropriate a 
sum of money necessary for any expenses re- 
| quired along these lines, 
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Exasperating Agitation 


Waiting is a difficult task, and some 
of Andover’s unemployed seem unable 
to overcome their impatience. The} 
Emergency committee has promised a 
community appeal which is to take} 
place in September, but in spite of this 
there has been within the last week a 
rebirth of the agitation for a special 
town meeting. All the arguments that 
have been advanced against special 
appropriations in the past could again 
be used against this latest proposal, but 
what makes this particular meeting | 
practically hopeless as far as results are | 
concerned is the fact that very few will) 
vote for an appropriation when they 
know that the money will probably be 
raised by popular contribution in the 
fall. 

The whole idea in general seems 
motivated by the dissatisfaction of a} 
few with the work of the emergency 
committee. This is shown by the fact 
that the sponsors are unwilling to grant 
the committee control over any funds 
that might be raised by a special appro- 
priation, Opposition is of course de- 
sirable in any scheme of government 
because it stimulates the endeavors of 
the governing class, but in times like 
these, the need for co-operation out- 
ranks the desirability of opposition. 
Last fall England was facing a crisis 
and it met it by forming a coalition 
government in which true Britains for- 
got party and self to pull the Nation out 
of the rut. Why can’t these few unem- | 
ployed forget their supposed grievances 
and co-operate with those citizens who 
are giving their brains, their time, and | 
their money to help Andover?

The proposal calls for the appropria- 
tion of $10,000 from the town’s Emer- 
gency Fund. This is a fund which has 
been built up over the years to meet any 
emergency which the town may be 
facing. Recently $2000 of this fund was 
Soldiers’ Relief 
account, and the present proposal is 
that $10,000 more be transferred to a 
special account for work for the unem- 
ployed. However, this would seem to 
approach illegality, for the fund is to be 


used by law only when the finance 
committee feels that an emergency 
exists. Whether or not the money 


should be transferred seems dependent 
on Whether or not there is any money 
left from the regular appropriations to 
carry on the departments concerned. 
As is shown in today’s Townsman the 
Public Welfare account is nowhere near 
depletion, and not until very little is 
left for this purpose would the Finance 
committee be justified in making any 
True, the transfer would 
probably be made for work, but it is 
work made necessary only through wel- 
fare considerations. As long as there is 
money available to help the unemployed, 
the Emergency fund should not be 
touched.

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Former Local Boy Narrates | 
Experiences in Olympic Trials 


Walter Savyell, Jr., Once a Resident of Shawsheen, 


Writes in New York Paper of His Competition 
in the Swimming Trials at Cincinnati 


The following article which appeared 
August 4 in the Forest Hills-Kew Gardens 
Post was written by a former Shawsheen 
Village boy, Walter Savell, Walter attended 
Phillips academy, and while there he was 
prominent in the swimming team, The ar- 
ticle is his story of the Olympic swimming 
trials at Cincinnati, Ohio. He was entered in 
the 100-meter breast-stroke swimming class, 
and missed going to Los Angeles by just one 
place. He is a student at Yale and one of the 
best swimmers in college athletics. 

“At last we were actually on our way, It 
was a beautiful July day, and as we sped 
along the road we sat back and talked of our 
hopes and aspirations—for we were off to 
Cincinnati to make our bids for a place on 
the United States Swimming Team. None of 
us had much of a chance, according to the 
results figured from the comparative times of 
the other men, but the unexpected always 
happens in such a meet, and we hoped that 
when it did we would be able to furnish some 
of the surprise. 

Training for Months 

We had been training in New Haven for 
months under the expert rule of the little fat 
man, Coach Bob Kiphuth, who had drilled 
us twice a day until we were all in the best of 
shape.

deal and claimed that he was connected with 
several rackets run by accredited gangsters;

The authorities feel that D’Arrigo was 
murdered either on Sunday night, July 31, or 
on the succeeding night for the last time that

In the dead man’s pockets were found five 
dollars, an automobile license, and a pawn 
check. The check was discovered to be the 
receipt for D’Arrigo’s gun which was in the 
shop for repairs. 

No bullets were found in the body but 
Medical Examiner Reed performed an 
autopsy upon the decomposed corpse and dis- 
covered that a bullet had pierced a shoulder 
bone. He said that D’Arrigo had without 
doubt been shot to death, although the body 
was in too bad a condition to determine a 
great deal. 

His father, Peter D’Arrigo of Boston, told 
reporters that his son was married but was 
separated from his wife. The father was 
unable to give the address of his son’s wife.

I hit the end at a 
hundred and fifty meters ready to shoot the 
works on the last lap, by far the hardest and 
longest. Every musde was working its hard- 
est, and yet I scarcely seemed to move. 
Final Stetch Hardest 

The finish was niles away. Two or three 
strokes seemed to take ages, and every in- 
stinct and feeling h my body seem to cry 


“Stop!” But there is no stopping until the 
finish, and eons later I touched, not knowing 
how I had placed. I hung to the ropes, look- 
ing for a sign, but it wasn’t until I crawled 
out that I found that I had finished fifth. 
Castles tumbled, crashed. I congratulated 
the winners with a heavy heart and then sat 
down to figure it out. If I had only—Oh, 
well!” Far better men than I had lost out— 
men who had given the last two years en- 
tirely to swimming, and who were sure of 
making the team. I was only a rookie, taking 
it as it came. 

“The most striking figure at the trials was 
the great Duke Kohanomoku, from Hawaii. 
Tall, beautiful of physique, he looked the 
acme of physical form, and only his hair, 
once jet black but now streaked with gray 
by his forty-two years, showed that the great 
swimmer was beyond his prime and not quite 
capable of the supreme exertion which char- 
acterized him years ago. He was beaten by 
boys who have won no recognition, but he 
took it with a smile, content with the knowl- 
edge that he had won his crown and glory in 
two former Olympic meets when there were 
none in the world to beat him. 


Weismuller Entertains 


And Johnny Weismuller was there, but not 
to compete, for he has given up his amateur 
standing to become a professional swimmer. 
He and ‘Stubby’ Kreuger entertained the 
crowd with their comedy act, and the great 
‘Tarzan’ climaxed it with his elephant call, 
which he gave over the microphone. As I saw 
Johnny watching the races I got a feeling 
that he had a yearning to get in with the 
boys and prove that he is still the greatest 
sprint swimmer of all time. 

“One of the most thrilling amateur per- 
formances took place when many of the 
spectators were not present. The unfortunate 
who provided the entertainment climbed to 
the top of a fifty-foot diving tower, with the 

robable intention of seeing how things 
ooked from there. Soon, however, all present 
were watching him, and, realizing that he 
was the center of attention, he dared not 
climb down. As he stood on the edge sum- 
moning up courage enough to take the 
plunge, no one realized that he had probably 
never dived before, even from a low board. 
This was painfully evident, however, when 
he started down, for instead of making a 
graceful swan dive as expected, he turned 
slowly over, arms and legs sprawling, and 
landed flat on his back.

The rise is attributed to lower valuation, 
particularly in industrial property and the 
fact that municipal expenses have increased. 


Dismantling of Hadley 
Mills Brings Tax Raise 


SOUTH HADLEI The tax rate for 1932 
is $30.60, an incre of $5.50 over last 
year’s rate, it has been announced by the 
20ard of assessors. Increased welfare expendi- 
tures and decreases in valuations are the 
principal causes of the increased rate. 

A total of $675,000 was taken from valua- 
tions, much of which was due to the dis- 
mantling of the Hadley Mills. The receipts 
from the state income tax this year show a 


loss of $13,192 from last year, while town 
receipts from corporations total $8389 
against $12,737 last year. The welfare and 
soldiers’ relief expenses have increased 
$35,528 over 1931. 


Various Reasons Advanced 
for Changes in Tax Rates 


Massachusetts towns and cities are con- 
tinuing to pump out tax rates, with the de- 
creas ill outbalancing the increase. During 
the w several new rates were announced. 
In Gardner a reduction of $1.50 was made in 
spite of rapidly mounting public welfare costs 
and a falling off of more than $300,000 in 
property valuation, A 10 per cent salary 
slash decreed in January by Mayor George 
C. Sweeney, who was the first mayor in the 
commonwealth to take such action, was the 
main reason the cut was made possible. 

In Adams a reduction in valuation of one 
million dollars was the principal cause of a 
jump of six dollars in this year’s tax rate. 


| The figure for 1932 as announced ‘Tuesday 
| by the Board of Assessors is $36. The total 


valuation is placed at a little more than 
eleven million dollars, The biggest reduction 
was made on manufacturing property, Other 
reasons for the high tax rate are increased 
appropriations, increased state taxes, and a 
decline in estimated receipts. 

In announcing that the Revere tax rate 
for 1932 has been cut from $41.60, the 1931 
figure, to $39.60, Mayor Andrew A. Casassa 
declared that the reduction was possible 
because of economies effected during the 
past year with the whole-hearted co-opera 
tion of city employes in all departments. 

Leominster is experiencing the highest tax 
rate in its history, $35 a thousand. This was 
an increase of $4 over last year. It is attrib- 
uted to the increase in welfare and less in 
come from state taxes.
